One of the 
stewardesses gave M. her chair (it turned 
out to be my own), and there lay M,, with 
D. in her arms. Isat on the floor holding 
on toa pillar. As time went on things got 
worse, and the water from the saloon 
reached the Battery. But presently a huge 
body of water came pouring down the 
Battery hatchway, and if this continued we 
knew we must founder. “ What was the 
glass doing?” Thank God! going up. Ah, 
the joy those words gave to our over- 
strained nerves gnd senses I shall never 
forget—no, never! It was the purser who 
brought us the news. ‘ Allons done, 
courage, Madame,” he said to my wife, “the 
glass has gone up three-tenths, nous sommes 
sauvés.” How heartily we all said, “Thank 
God!” But still there were some anxious 
hours, and the list the vessel had was very 
great and her rolling was most alarming. 
Water kept coming in and the crashing 
noises on deck only too plainly showed what 
was occurring there. It was now eleven, 
and we saw a man pass along with a bucket 
of claret—followed presently by others with 
bread and sausages, on which we were pre- 
sently regaled. It was not until two o'clock 
that the motion of the vessel was easy 
enough to permit me to move, and then 
with great caution, I made my way to the 
saloon. The scene baffled description. It 
was battered to pieces and, would you 
believe it? one large cabin had disappeared 
entirely. The carpets were all washed 
away, the stoves broken up, and the whole 
floor a mass of débris of cabin fixtures and 
passengers’ baggage. It was an awful 
sight; but that above was ten times more 
hideous. When I went up, the vessel was 
lying with her port side only a foot out of 
the water, at a most dangerous angle for 
anyone walking the deck. ‘he awnings had 
disappeared, the sails were hanging in 
ribbons from the yards, the topmasts had 
carried away, four boats had been washed 
overboard; the massive rail was broken in 
several places; all the benches, but one, 
belonging to the ship had gone, and the 
deck was strewn with wreckage—a fearful 
scene—and all the time, bang, bang, went 
the tiller head, till one felt quite mad with 
the noise. 
If not it seemed that should the pumps 
fail we must go down. But we did not, for, 
by God’s mercy, the dangerously high seas 
suddenly calmed, and there was only the roll 


—a fearful roll, but still nothing after what | 


we had been through. For thirty-six hours 
more we lay helpless whilst they were fix- 
ing up the steering gear. All this time we 
rolled, rolled, and rolled. The relief was 
unspeakable when at last we felt the screw 
go ahead and the vessel was again on her 
course. The locomotion became easy, and 
I went forward to see all the workmen’s 
shops and the chart room carried away. I 
could not describe everything I noticed 
without writing folios, but you will doubtless 
like to know what I think of it all. Well, 
I consider that we were exposed to all this 
danger and misery simply on account of 
the reckless navigation of the captain. Why 
should he have run us bang into the heart 
of a typhoon when, by waiting a few hours, 
he could have escaped it all? He says, ‘‘I 
made my calculations to run before the 
storm, and if my steering gear had re- 
mained intact all would have been well.” 
After we were in it, however, we were 
caught without any preparations having 


been made, with sails set, awnings up, | 
skylights unprotected, etc. The captain, 


it seems to me, tried his ship in every

possible way, and if it had not been for her 
great strength we must have foundered. 
The commissaire was the only officer who 
came near the passengers, and he was 
always cheerful, although he knew what we 
did not for some time afterwards—that 
the captain had called his officers together 
and said that if the typhoon lasted another 
twenty minutes we were lost. The Chinese 
passengers suffered awfully, and it is scarcely 
credible that they were only sent below at 
two in the morning, when the storm was 
raging at 9 p.m. Searcely any of their 
baggage was saved, and it is reported two 
Cantonese were washed overboard. The 
behaviour of all the passengers was ad- 
mirable. There was no panic—everybody 
was resigned.

Moscow, British s, Savona to Carthagena, stranded 
near Javea during a dense fog ; position bad. 

Miniera, s, Ergasteria for Barrow, at Queenstown 
with propeller loose. 

Mercator and. Gabalva, steamers, have been in 
collision at Cardiff. Latter damaged on starboard 
side. 

Malabar, British troopship, and French steamer 
Erymanthe have been in collision off Trafalgar. 
Both vessels have put into Cadiz damaged. 
Malabar was struck on the port quarter, Hrymanthe 
has bows stove in. Malabar nas been placed in 
quarantine for three days. 

Maren, brigantine, of Plymouth, Londonderry to 
Bristol, has gone ashore near Moville. 

Netherby, passed East Old Head Kinsale, at 
8.20 a.m., Jan. 22. 

Norsa, s, Middlesbrough for Madras, struck on a 
rock off Akorella, and abandoned. Crew saved, 
and landed at Galle. 

New steamer launched from Armstrong and 
Mitchell’s, Scuth Shields, broke away and ran 
ashore, doing considerable damage to stern, rudder 
and propeller. She was afterwards towed off by 
four tugs. 

Ophelia took fire at Chittagong. Cargof{all more or 
less damaged. Vessel sustained no apparent 
damage. 

Penthisilia, ship, Newport to Mauritius, ashore 
at Taunton Sands. Crew saved. 

Platina, English vessel, from Philadelphia, got 
ashore on entering port at Santander and remains, 

Heaper, schooner, of Inverness, Sunderland to 
Inverness, ashore on Rattray Head. Crew rescued 
by the rocket apparatus. 

Royal Dane, tug, of Shields, sank at Leith.

Strauss s, North German Lloyd, from London, 
arrived Bremen to-day (20th), She grounded at 
Bremerhaven, but was floated with assistance. 

Saidee, British brigantine, put into Colon leaky, 
and has been condemned, 

Scottish Dales, London for Melbourne, put into 
Falmouth; lost sails, steering gear smashed to 
pieces, and steering wheel gone. 

Sagitta, of Guernsey, London to Guernsey, off 
Beachy Head, runinto andsunk by County of Salop, 
crew saved, and landed at Cardiff by the steamer. 

Sumus, see Bellena. 

San Antonio, British barque, from Barbadoes, 
has gone ashore in Wilmington Bar, and is full of 
water. 

Talookdar, Liverpool for Calcutta, put back to 
Liverpool, Jan. 21, having sustained considerable 
damage to sails, &c., in very heavy weather. 

Thalia, British s, from Savannah for Reval, 
aground on the Revalstone. 

Teresa, which left Newport for Buenos Ayres on 
15th inst., has put back to Barry Roads through 
stress of weather and damage to ship. 

Varuna, Liverpool for Cuba, broke adrift from a 
tug, and went ashore in the harbour; will probably 
get off. 

Victoria, from Trinidad, at Fowey, with boats and 
bulwarks damaged, docking at Canada Dock. 

Venice, British s, from Savannah (cotton), at 
Barcelona, on fire. Means taken to extinguish it 
succeeced. 

Wetherby, see Rengore Head. 

Walter Scott, s.,in entering Blyth Harbour, got 
out of the Channel, and lies on the piles in a serious 
position, 





Wynustay, British ship, got ashore in leaving New 
York ; may come off. 

Wyoming, s, arrived at New York with consider- 
able damage about the deck, and reports grounded 
in the Swash Channel, but came off undamaged. 

Wreck.—A report from the Trinity House, dated 
Jan. 20, states that a report has been received at 
that House of a dangerous wreck on the Brcewn 
Ridges, in lat. 52.24 N. The two masts of the 
sunken steamer are stated to show at least 20 feet 
above water. 

William Porter, ketch, Dunkirk for London, 
ashore at Kingsgate. 


AN inquiry at Bristol into the conduct of Evan 
Jones, late second mate of the steamship Aberdare, 
of Cardiff, who was charged with drunkenness and 
misconduct has been held. His certificate was 
suspended for three months. 


At South Shields an action has been brought by 
Lawrence Manson, who claimed £100 damages for 
personal injuries, from Wiiliam Richards, master of 
the barque Sydenham, of Swansea, of which vessel 
Mr. Manson was chief mate. Judgment for plaintiff 
for £50, with costs on the lower scale. 


CAPTAIN JOHN Simpson, of the British ship 
Clan Mackenzie, which was run down and sunk by 
the Union Pacific Company’s steamer a few days 
ago, has entered an action against the Oregon for 
130,000 dols. damages. The steamship, it will be 
remembered, was seized by the United States 
Marshal and is now in charge of a deputy. The 
company have furnished the necessary bonds, and 
the Oregon has sailed for San Francisco. 


A GALE of almost unparalleled severity has been 
raging in the Atlantic. ‘'wo steamers of the Cunard 
line, the Gallia and Catalonia, which arrived at 
Queenstown, have suffered severely. The saloon of 
the former was flooded to a depth of four feet, and 
three firemen of the Catalonia were scalded to 
death. Fears are entertained as to the safety of 
the National Line steamer Hrin, which had on 
board a crew of thirty and a cargo of cattle. 


In the current issue of the Commonweal, which 
still maintains its position as the foremost organ 
of English Socialism, appears the first instalment 
of “News from Nowhere: being some Chapters 
from a Utopian Romance,” by Mr. William Morris, 
(author of “ The Earthly Paradise.” etc.). It opens 
well, and promises to be even more interesting and 
successful than was the same writer’s “‘ Dream of 
John Ball,” which, it will be remembered, was 
originally pubiished in the Commonweal. 


Av Cardiff, on Jan. 18, John Sullivan was 
charged with attempting to obtain 5s. by means of 
a false advance note, from Mr. Samuel, outfitter, 
Bute-street. Prisoner went into the shop of the 
prosecutor, and presenting what purported to be an 
advance note, asked for clothes to the value of 
£2 15s., and 5s. in cash uponit. He said he had 
signed for a ship that morning at £6 a month. 
Prosecutor discovered that the vessel was not in 
port, and gave prisoner into custody. Reprimanded 
and discharged. 

THE Board of Trade have received, through the 
Consul-General for Sweden and Norway, the under- 
mentioned rewards which have been made by the 
Norwegian Government to the crew of the Point 
of Ayr lifeboat, in recognition of their services in 
rescuing the shipwrecked crew of the Norwegian’ 
ship Mount Pleasant, on Oct. 7, 1889.—A 
silver medal of the second class to Benjamin 
Evans, and silver meda's of the third class to John 
Silcock, Wm, Evans, Thos, Hughes, Thomas Wilson, 
Henry Parry, Geo. Jones, John Lloyd, Edwd. 
Roberts, John Williams, Wm. Roberts, John Jones, 
and Robert Roberts, the crew of the boat. 


AT the annual election of Port and Harbour Com- 
missioners, held on Jan. 24, in the Borough 
Hall, West Hartlepool, Dr. Rawlings asked if any- 
thing had been done in refererce to Board of Trade 
inquiries being held in the Hartlepools. Alderman 
Horsley said the Board of Trade had been 
approached on the subject, and their reply was to 
the effect that until the Hartlepools had a Stipen- 
diary Magistrate they could not make any altera- 
tion in the existing arrangement. Alderman 
Horsley added that exception had been made in the 
case of Shields and cther ports, where inquiries 
were heard before the ordinary justices, and he 
thought the Board of Trade might be again 
approached on the subject. Major Ropner thought 
the matter should be placed in the hands of the 
local Parliamentary representatives, who might be 
asked to put a question inthe House of Commons 
on the subject. He thought that if the Board of 
Trade were tackled in this way they would concede 
to the Hartlepools what had already been given to 
other ports,

MASTERS’ AND OFFICERS’ UNION. 
To the Editor. 


DEAR SirR,—I notice a letter in the Shipping 
Gazette regarding Shipmasters’ Unions, from Mr. J. 
Bolam, secretary of the Scottish Shipmasters’ Asso- 
ciation, Limited. I beg through the columns of 
SEAFARING (it is quite useless through any other 
paper to put any grievance forward) to state that 
Mr. Bolam perhaps is quite justified in quoting the 
benefits to be derived from the Scottish Shipmasters’ 
Association (of which I know nothing whatever), 
but let me ask that gentleman what he means by 
his remarkable statement that the new Unions are 
neither “ fish, flesh, nor good red herring.” Rather 
an offensive phrase to apply to so large a body of 
certificated shipmasters and officers as are borne 
on the books of the Unionof Shipmasters and 
Officers of Great Britain and Ireland, 33, Market- 
place, North Shields. I think Mr. Bolam shows a 
quaking of fear on his part of the more vigorous 
though younger rival of his Association. 
Regarding his statement about Trades Unionism, 
undoubtedly this Union is registered under the 
Trades Unions Act, and also the first object of this 
Union is to ask respectfully from our shipowners a 
fair share of respect, and a fairer remuneration for 
our education, duties, and responsibilities which our 
sea-going engineers demand, and are only able to 
obtain by the Union. Why should our deck 
officers be compelled to accept the paltry sum of 
1s. 3d. per week more than a seaman and tireman is 
receiving ? Simply because he has not had a Union 
to prctect him. Do his services as a ship's 
officer and a confidential employe of shipowners 
not point out plainly that a ship’s officer wants con- 
sideration? Can Mr. Bolam tell us wherever any 
attempt has been made by those old Associations 
he quotes to further the interests of our ship- 
masters or officers in this direction? Asa member 
of the British Shipmasters’ Protection Society, and 
not being in any way wishful to disparage that 
Society, although they have in their books shown a 
great spirit of antagonism to this Union, I cannot 
refrain from noticing in column “Jaw expenses” 
that it there shows :— 

In 1884, a membership of 2,050, while in 
1889, it shows - - 2,060 
Increase - - 10 in 6 years. 
Stubborn things to look at, but there these figures 
stand in the statements of October, 1889. Ican 
assure Mr. Bolam that a Union we want, and a 
Union we are going to have. Respect we require 
for its members, and respect and remuneration for 
our services is what we soon will have, and I remain,

VICTORIES AT GLASGOW. 
To the Editor. 


DEAR EDITOR,—Being a constant reader of our 
valuable organ SEAFARING, it does me good to 
peruse in its columns week after week the progress 
the different Branches of our great and glorious 
organisation are making, but I am sorry to think 
that out of nearly 8,000 members (which is the 
numerical strength of the Glasgow Branch) there 
is not one to give his opinion openly on the success 
and victories of that Branch, and the exertions of 
Mr. James V. Boyd, the indefatigable young secre- 
tary, through whose clever tactics and good general- 
ship the same victories have been won. ‘The Glasgow 
Branch has had to contend against a many difficul- 
ties for some time past, which I am happy to say 
are being surmounted, although slowly, neverthe- 
less surely, and is in a position to-day to stop any 
deep-sea steamer from sailing that does not conform 
with the just demands of our Union, My object 
in sending this to you, Mr. Editor, is for you 
(through the colamns of SEAFARING) to spread the 
news far and near of the victories that can be 
gained by the combined action of the men that 
comprise our National Union, andthe men that de- 
vote their time wholly and solely as leaders of the 
Branches. I will, therefore, illustrate to you a series 
of battles won by the Glasgow Branch within this 
past two weeks, which I am sure will be interesting 
to all good and true members of our grand organi- 
sation. The first was a steamer, the Aviemore, 
which had on board three non-Unionists, who were 
determined (backed up by their officers) to sail 
without being in our rank-. Uur delegate boarded 
the vessel, had an interview with the men and the 
officers, and was distinctly told to do his best as 
the three men would not become members. The 
delegate reporting the matter, our secretary 
had to apply the screw (viz, the dock 





labourers), which he did, with the result 
that the ship became idle. The captain coming 
along was naturally astonished, and when 
he came to know how matters stood, he became 
very wroth, and commanded the men at once to go 
and join the Union (for which he provided the 
funds), or immediately to evacuate his ship. The 
men not only joined the Union, but the officers had 
to personally apologise. I have no doubt that they 
will be benefitted by the lesson taught them in 
Glasgow. The second was the s.s. Belgravia, of 
the almighty Anchor Line. She came up to sign 
articles, and offered £4 and £4 15s. for the 
Mediterranean, which was refused, the men wanting 
£410s. The owners then purposed sending her by 
the run to Cardiff, offering £3, which was also 
refused. Sending then to Liverpool they brought 
a crew of Lascars from another of their steamers. 
Our hawk-eyed secretary (who is always at the 
right place at the right time) saw some of the 
Sarangs on the matter, the result of which was 
that the coolies to a man came ashore, leaving 
nothing for the owners to do but send the white 
crew up to the shipping office to sign on at £4 10s. 
for sailors and firemen. This also the men refused, 
demanding £4 15s., which, I am proud to say, was 
got, and which is also another decided victory for 
us, and a forerunner of something more from the 
same firm. The third on the list was one of 
Donaldson’s liners, s.s. Circe, which refused to give 
the wages asked—£4 15s., the engineers taking the 
ship down to Greenock, no doubt depending to get 
her manned down there. Happily, we were apprised 
of the mode of procedure, so our secretary and 
a delegate buckles on the armour and away they 
go for the scene of operations, where they arrive in 
time to meet the officers coming ashore, and 
politely informed them that the game was up, as 
they could get no men at Greenock at any price. 
After laying at the Tail of the Bank for two days the 
officers came up to Glasgow and were only too glad to 
book a crowd of good Union men at Union wages— 
£4 15s., and so established that rate of wages in the 
Donaldson employ. No. 4 crowns all. A steamer 
called the Avondale was lying here, purposing 
going to Liverpool by the run. She was manned 
by a crew on deck of North of England Society 
men—four of our own being at work in the engine- 
room. Always on the alert for fresh fields and 
pastures new, our secretary became acquainted 
with the matter, and being determined to oust 
these North of England Society men out of ship— 
who, I may say, were sent direct from Sunderland 
—went immediately down to the vessel and took 
his own men ashore. He then saw the captain and 
officers, who were very abusive towards him. 
However, taking all in good part, he told the 
captain that unless he paid the Sunderland men off 
and sent them home, his ship wouid be stopped 
from receiving any more cargo. The captain de- 
liberately dened him, with the consequence that 
the dock labourers ceased work immediately, leaving 
what was slung hanging over the hatch mouth. 
Seeing the predicament he had got himself into, 
the captain very humbly asked our secretary to 
come on board, telling him to state his terms, 
which were as follows:—To pay the Sunderland 
Society men off, and send them home at the ex- 
pense of the party who sent them there, our dele- 
gate to see them off in the train; to employ 
nobody but our Union men on deck and below; to 
pay £2 10s. for the run, instead of £2; and to 
employ six men on deck instead of four. The 
captain, having no other alternative, had to accede, 
remarking that the almighty National Union had 
the ball at its own foot in Glasgow. Our secretary 
retaliated that it had, and that the National Union 
would kick it. I could cite many other victories 
that happened in Glasgow this past two months, 
but I am afraid I have already trespassed too much 
on the space of this valuable organ; but I hope, 
Mr. Editor, you will excuse the length of this, 
seeing you are not often troubled with Glasgow 
correspondence. I will. therefore conclude by 
telling you we have now established £4 15s, for 
Western ocean packets, and £4 10s. for Southern 
going boats. Also for outside weekly boats the 
full Union rate, viz., 32s. 8d. We are in a first-rate 
working position, and I am sure, with such a 
judicious secretary as Mr. James D. Boyd, the 
Glasgow Branch will be sure to flourish.—Allow me

RIGGERS, BOATMEN, AND HOBBLERS HEL?, 
To the Editor. 


Mr. Eprror,—Having been requested by the 
Cardiff Amalgamated Riggers’, Boatmen’s and 
Hobblers’ Union, to write to all the ports in the 
United Kingdom in which you have a Branch of 
the N.AS. & F.U., informing your agents of the 
existence of this Union, and also that we are 
working in harmony with the Sailors’ and Fire 
men's Union in the ports of Cardiff and Barty; 
therefore, Sir, through the medium of your valt- 
able paper, I think if you will kindly insert my 
letter, it will be my easiest, and possibly my 0D!) 
way of making it known unto them. We, Sir, ale 
working at Cardiff in harmony with your Union,” 
virtue of an agreement between us and your worthy 
secretary, Mr. Gardner, by which our men will not 
come from Cardiff to any port to fetch any ship 
or steamer, if such vessel witl not pay the full wages 
of that port, and also if your, agents know ? 
any ship that is Jaying in the Cardiff Docks that 
the cay tains or owners come to their ports to sig? 
on a crew, because the wages may happen to be a 
few shillings less than they may have tv pay at this 
port; then, Sir, 1 would ask them to send me & 
telegram or letter informing me of it, and 
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giving me the name of the vessel, and I will 
guarantee them that no rigger or hobbler—that is 
member of this Union—will lend a hand to take 
that vessel from the basin into the roadstead, where 
they may bring a tugboat with the blacklegs or 
scabs, and put them on board, without anyonebeing 
able to get at them to persuade them not to go, unless 
they obtain the wages of this port. And, Sir, I would 
also ask them if they know of any vessel coming to 
Cardiff they will give the sailors to understand that 
on their arrival in the basin of either dock here we 
want them to leave the vessel, their run being then 
considered finished; so, therefore, when they sign 
articles they must be careful to sign for thearrival 
of the ship at Cardiff, and not for Cardiff Docks. I 
may also tell you for the information of all who 
are concerned in the shipping interest of our 
Unions, of a small event that happened here on 
Monday and Tuesday, Jan. 12 and 13. The barque 
Avonmore, lying in the dock here, at Cardiff, had a 
crew coming to join her from Liverpool, but instead 
of bringing the men to Cardiff, they kept them out 
in the roads on board of a tvgboat, waiting 
for the ship to be towed out to them, so 
that they could go on board, and, of course, 
once there they would have no possibility of 
getting on shore again, and so unless they mutinied 
they would have to go the passage, and I expect 
they will stand a good chance of being run out of 
her when she arrives at Monte Video. Now, Sir, 
to show the sincerity of our Union, there was not 
a member of it that would lend a hand to take her 
to sea, therefore she was detained on Monday, 
and the following day they were obliged to go and 
scrape up seven black sheep from wherever they 
were to be found, and to run the gauntlet whether 
she went out all right or not, there not being a 
boatman who would go near and attend the lines 
for her. But she managed to get out with a sliding 
blow at the pier head, and I suppose they will 
think that they have gained a victory, but it was 
a victory won at a great risk, and I may 
say that Mr. Gardner was very well satisfied. 
Ihope, Sir, that your agents will let me know of 
any captain signing on his crew at their ports, and 
also at all times when they have a case of sending 
to Cardiff for runners to fetch any vessel, when 
the men at their port are standing out for wages. 
Hoping that you will have the kindness to insert 
this letter in your valuable paper.—I beg to remain,

GEORGE HAIRSINE, master of the fishing 
smack Minerva, has been charged with causing 
damage to the property of the owner of the 
Yarmouth sraack Piscator, on Sept. 20 last. There 
were further summonses charging him with caus- 
ing damage to the property of the owner of the 
smack William and Susannah, of Yarmouth, on 
the same date; for causing the name and number 
of his vessel, the Minerva, to be covered or con- 
cealed ; and for acting in contravention of Article 
19 of the Sea Fisheries Act, 1883. The cases were 
heard in October last, and Mr. Twiss now inflicted 
a fine of £10 in each of the first three cases, or, in 
default, 30 days in each case. Judgment was 
respited in the fourth case on payment of costs. 


AT Thames Police Court, London, on Jan: 
21, Thomas M’Grath, boatswain, and Alfred 
Spencer, Peter Alfred Beyhead, Victor Somoan, 
Alexander Pews, and Harry Gronewald, A.B.’s on 
board the steamship Essex, in Millwall Docks, were 
charged with having continually disobeyed the 
lawful commands of Captain Thomas Campbell, in 
Russia. Captain Campbell said, at Reval, defend- 
ants were called on deck by the chief officer, but 
they refused to come, and to work. They behaved 
inadisorderly manner; he was compelled to send 
forthe Russian police, and defendants were sent 
to the English Consul, who could not do anything 
With them. The boatswain was locked up for 24 
hours. At one time the defendants had entire 
charge of the ship. On the 8th inst, he got an order 
for the arrest of Pews and Beyhead. On the 18th, 
after arriving in dock, Spencer refused to work, and 
the witness had to put a man in his place, and paid 
him 5s.

LIBEL ACTIONS. 


At the Police Court, Sunderland, on Jan. 20, an 
application was made by Mr. T. W. Brown, solicitor, 
on behalf of Mr. J. H. Wilson (general secretary to 
the National Sailors’ and Firemen’s Union) for 
summonses for libels against Henry Friend (secre- 
tary of the North of England Seamen’sand Firemen’s 
Association), Charles Woo (assistant secretary), 
W. Blackbell (out-door delegate), and W. Keightly 
(treasurer of the same Association).—Mr. Brown 
said the libels were contained in a pamphlet 
published by A. R. Abbott, which had been circu- 
lated by the defendants. Edward Branfoot, of 29, 
Alfred-street, South Shields, said that on Dec. 30 
he was at a meeting at the Central Coffee Tavern, 
Sunderland, where the business of the Association 
wascarried on. He was a member of the Associa- 
tin. Abbott and Friend were both present. 
There was a large number of pamphlets similar to 
that produced in the room, and each of the four 
men against whom summonses were applied for 
gavehim a copy either that day or the following 
Monday. The summonses were granted. On Jan. 
20 proceedings were commenced against Henry 
Friend at the instance of the proprietor and editor 
of SEAFARING, for libels on him contained in the 
pamphlet referred to above. Damages are claimed. 
On Jan, 21 a summons was issued against A. R. 
Abbott for libels on the proprietor and editor of 
SKAFARING, contained in the same pamphlet. 





LONDON BRANCHES. 


At a meeting of the ‘ower Hill Branch on Jan. 
21, Mr. Allison proposed, and Mr. Forbes seconded, 
that Mr. Baker should take the chair, which was 
catried.

thereby losing a good job. It was proposed by Mr. 
Allison, and seconded by Mr. Fox, that these men 
should receive half a month’s pay for losing their 
berths. A week’s board was also given to another 
man, who had left the same ship. The meeting 
then adjourned, 

At the meeting of the Tidal Basin Branch on 
Jan, 17, 1890, Mr. Starr, president, in the chair, 
after the new members were enrolled, and the 
Minutes adopted, it was proposed and seconded 
that the auditors should give their report and sub- 
mit their balance-sheet, which proposition was 
carried. The auditors then read out the income and 
expenditure of the past quarter, which was accepted 
as satisfactory.

A letter was then 
read from thecaptain of the s.s. Durham City, 
reporting that Edward Deary, fireman, had failed 
to jointhe ship. It was proposed by Mr. Harris, 
seconded by Mr. Phippard, that he be fined the 
usual fine of 5s.; carried. It was proposed and 
seconded that a deputation wait upon the Labour 
Committee to try and settle the question of 
mechanical labourers, A largely attended meeting 
then closed with a hearty vote of thanks to the 
chairman. 

The ordinary weekly meeting of Green’s Home 
Branch was held in the Cambrian Hotel, East 
India-road, Jan. 16, Mr. J. Nicol in the chair. An 
objection was raised by Mr. Knock to the admis- 
sion to memberskip of a man named Sutton, on the 
ground that he was not an efficient seaman, as he had 
sailed only in fishing smacks. The secretary (Mr. 
T. H. Clark) stated that there was a Branch of the 
Union at Yarmouth largely composed of men em- 
p'oyed in smacks. It was, therefore, a debatable 
point whether Sutton could be refused. Mr. Knock 
proposed that Sutton be not accepted, Mr. Curtis 
seconded; Mr. Macdonald moved, and Mr. Brown- 
field seconded, that Sutton should be accepted. 
Eight members voted for the motion and fourteen 
for the amendment, which was accordingly declared 
carried. The new members were then admitted on 
the proposal of Messrs. Curtis and Wilson. The 
adoption cf the minutes of the previous meeting 
was agreed to unanimously on the motion 
of Mr. Mercer, seconded by Mr. Curtis. A com- 
plaint was submitted that the man Bishop, 
who was expelled the Union for proceeding to 
sea during the strike had started work in the 
Garth Castle. Mr. Mercer asked what action the 
Union men, alongside of whom Sutton was working, 
should take. It was mentioned that there were 
other blacklegs employed by Messrs. Donald Currie 
& Co. in the same capacity. After considerable 
discussion, Mr. Mercer moved, and Mr. Evans 
seconded, the following resolution, which was 
carried unanimously: ‘“ That all members of the 
National Amalgamated Union employed in the 
engineering departments of vessels belonging to 
the port of London, refuse to work with so-called 
fitters’ labourers unless they produce their card of 
membership.” The secretary read the following 
letter which he had received from Messrs. E. C. V. 
Young & Son, the Union solicitors in London :— 
“ Dear Sir,—e William Smith v. Wingate. This 
was the case in which we sued the captain of the 
Roslin Castle for £3 1s, upon Smith’s instruc- 
tions. It came on to-day (Jan. 10), and we attend- 
ed the Court, but Smith did not put in an appear- 
ance ; so we got the case kept back for a time ; but 
upon ascertaining from the shipping master, or his 
cepresentative, that Smith had accepted £2 10s., the 
amount admitted by the account, and signed the 
release before coming to us, we _ withdrew 
the summons at once, It appears to us 
that Smith must have made use of the 
Union and us for some reason or other best 
known to himself. We thought you would like 
to know this, as it seems a matter which ought to 
be inquired into.” Mr. Arthur moved, and Mr. 
Knock seconded, that Smith be fined £210s. Mr. 
Beattie proposed, and Mr. Tidy seconded, that 
Smith be compelled to refund to the Union the 
legal expenses incurred on his behalf. On a vote 
being taken the motion was carried by an over- 
whelming majority. On the motion of Mr. Beattie, 
seconded by Mr. Doyle, it was resolved that Barnes 
be summoned to the next Branch meeting to 
answer to the charge which several members made 
against him of having on the previous day repre- 
sented himself in Green’s Home Shipping Office as 
‘‘ deputy-delegate” of the Union. The secretary 
pointed out the advisability of having a larger 
meeting place than the present, and the necessity 
for having more expensive office accommondation. 
The house next door to the office could be acquired, 
and the two houses transformed into one would 
afford ample office accommodation, as well 
as a spacious meeting room. The internal 
arrangements of the houses were such 
that the alterations could be carried out 
at comparatively small expense.

Now that the Executive Council of the 
Sailors’ and Firemen’s Union includes repre~ 
sentatives of all its Branches in the various 
ports of England, Ireland, Scotland, and 
Wales, a meeting of that body cannot be held 
without an expense of at least £100—pro- 
bably £200 would be nearer the mark. 
Executive meetings are therefore not so fre- 
quent as they were in the days when a 
sovereign would cover all the expenses of 
meeting. In those days the Executive met 
once a week ; now it only meets once in every 
three months, unless specially summoned. Its 
meetings, owing totheir comparative rarity and 
more representative nature, are therefore re- 
garded with considerably more interest than 
those ef the former Executive. This much may 
be gathered from the letters which we have 
received on the subject. Some of these letters 
complain that proper notice of the meeting 
of the Executive was not given, while others 
note that we did not report the proceed- 
ings of the former Executive meeting, and 
urge us to give a full account of the Executive 
meeting held within the present week. If 
proper notice of the meeting had not been 
given, there could not have been an Executive 
meeting. Se much for that complaint. As to the 
complaint that we did not report the pre- 
ceding meeting of the Executive, we must 
point out that it was not open to the Press, 
and that although we were present we could 
not therefore give any account of the proceed- 
ings without breach of confidence. When it 
is asserted that the Executive met without 
notice, the assertion carries its own contra- 
diction with it, for unless the members of the 
Executive had received notice, they would not 
have known when or where to meet. But 
correspondents do not always say what they 
mean. That is too often left for us to find 
out. In this case the complaint of want of 
notice seems to mean that the date of the 
meeting was not announced so that members 
of the Union generally might have been made 
aware of it. There is certainly something in 
that, and on a future occasion those officials 
responsible for the duty of calling the Execu- 
tive together may bear this in mind. As to 
reporting the proceedings of the Executive, 
that is another matter, on which much may 
be said. Although the Executive does no- 
thing to be ashamed of, it may do at certain 
times things which it would be the height of 
folly to make persons opposed to the Union 
aware of, and once publicity is given enemies 
as well as friends share the information. 
A meeting of the Executive is in some re- 
spects like a council of war, and a council of 
war would be worse than useless if open to 
the enemy. But there are some other re- 
spects in which it is more like a Parliament, 
disposing of the money of the people, than 
like a council of war, and when the Executive 
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is acting in this latter capacity publicity 
would benefit the Union, the members, and 
the Executive. In other words, it would be 
well that certain parts of the proceedings 
should be public and others private. To draw 
the line between the two and say which 
should be public and which private is by no 
means easy; but neither is it impossible, 
and the attempt ought not to be regarded 
as hopeless. As we have already said, some 
of the proceedings ought to be strictly private; 
but the more of the proceedings that can be 
made public the better for all concerned. 
Trusted as the Executive must be, members 
of the Union like to know as much as possible 
of their doings; just as voters are anxious to 
know how the men they send to Parliament 
speak, vote, and act. Indeed, the more the 
voter admires his M.P., the more anxious 
he is for such information; and _his 
curiosity is rational. Each member of the 
Executive, of course, reports its proceedings 
to those he represents at their first meeting 
after his return. But many of the men 
whom he represents must of necessity be 
absent; seamen are not always in_ port, 
and, as one correspondent says, ‘‘ unless we 
get to know from Sxararine we don’t 
know at all.” It is acommon delusion that 
the chief anxiety of the conductor of a news- 
paper is to find something to fill it up with, 
while the fact is that the difficulty is not to 
decide what to put in but what to keep out, 
as there is always far more matter than the 
largest paper can contain. Everything that 
makes fresh claims on our space is, therefore, 
rather a terror to us than otherwise. Some- 
thing must be sacrificed, some friend disap- 
pointed, or some complaint curtailed or post- 
poned to find the room required, consequently 
in favouring the view that as much publicity 
as is consistent with the interests of the Union 
should be given to the meetings of the 
Executive, we are not open to the suspicion of 
wanting to fill our columns. But however 
opinions may differ as to giving publicity to 
certain parts of the proceedings of the 
Executive, there is a claim to be made for 
Seararine. The conductor of this journal 
ought to be fully aware of all the delibera- 
tions of the Executive, otherwise it is im- 
possible that he can have that comprehen- 
sive knowledge of the condition, affairs, 
and wants of the Union absolutely necessary 
to its journalistic mouthpiece. Without that 
knowledge he is constantly liable to be made 
the tool of intrigues, foolish projects, cliques, 
and selfish ambitions, which will always be 
found in vast organisations of men, so long as 
human nature remains what it is. As this 
view of the matter is shared by the present 
as well as the last Executive, no reflection on 
either is conveyed in these remarks, and it is 
because the Executive meets some 200 miles 
from our place of publication that this view 
has not been acted upon. With the approaching 
removal of the headquarters of the Union to 
London the difficulty will be got over. 
Meanwhile, correspondents who imagine that 
we are cognisant of all that is said and done 
at all Executive meetings, are as far at sea as 
the person who affected to believe that we 
send everything to the Executive forapproval 
before publication, So far from either the 
last or the present Executive interfering with 
us, we should be only too glad of more 
advice, Good advice we value, come from 
whence it may.

A SUBMARINE telephone cable has ben laid 


down between Monte Video and Buenos Ayres. 

THE Admiralty have discovered serious defects 
in some of the latest additions to the fast belted 
cruiser class. 

It is stated that the Anchor Line have decided to 
include Cardiff as one of the ports from and to 
which their steamers will sail. 

THE Allan Co, has secured the contract for the 
mails between Canada and England. ‘They guaran- 
tee a speed of 17 knots an hour. 

FISHING in the territorial waters of the Nether- 
lands is now forbidden. The limits are defined by 
international rules agreed to in 1883, 

HAVING discontinued calling at Larne, steamers 
of the State line will commence to call at Moville 
on the outward voyage to New York. on Feb. 15. 

THE Board of Trade have determined to postpone 
till June 30 next the operation of the Rules made 
under the Merchant Shipping (Life Saving Ap- 
pliances) Act, 1888, which were to have come into 
force on March 31. 

AT Edinburgh, Martin Pulling, master of. the 
Russian sailing vessel Uganzeems, at Leith from 
Riga, has been fined £5, with £1 1s expenses, for 
carrying as deck cargo a number of battens to a 
height exceeding three feet above the deck. 

A STEWARD of the steamer Chrysolite, of Hull, 
named Thompson, 40. was going on board one of 
the Cardiff coal tips at night, when he fell a 
distance ot some 30 feet. He was severely bruised, 
and was detained in the infirmary. 

Tue strike of shipwrights at the Royal Mail 
Steamship Co.’s dockyard at Southampton has ter- 
minated. ‘The men went out as a protest against 
the employment of a number of non-Unionists, but 
all of the latter have now joined the Shipwrights’ 
Union. 

THE master of the A. J. Fuller, Capt. Colcord, 
who picked up the crew of Messrs. Wilson, Suns 
and Co,’s :teamer Santiago, refusiag monetary 
remuneration, has consented to receive a gold 
watch, suitably inscribed, on which Messrs. Wilson 
have proffered to invest £60, 

At Guernsey Wm. Bargery, mate of the barquen- 
tine Carrington, was charged with concealing 12 
lb. of cavendish tobacco. A penalty of double 
value and duty was imposed, or in default one 
month’s imprisonment. The money not being 
forthcoming, the accused was taken to prisor. 

AT the offices of the Newcastle Local Marine 
Board, Captain Lash and Mr. Scott, chief officer of 
the Stephanotis (s), have been presented, the 
former with a pair. of binocular glasses, and the 
latter with a silver medal, awarded tothem by the 
French Bureau Veritas for saving life at sea. 

THE steamer City of Amsterdam has picked up, 
35 miles S.E. of St Catherine’s Point, Isle of Wight, 
the only survivor from the wreck of the Alary, of 
Hayle. He was an able seaman, and has made a 
statement to the effect that his ship was run down 
oa Sunday by a vessel at present unknown. 

In the Admiralty Division, the London and 
S. W. Railway Co. claimed salvage remuneration 
for services rendered by their mail steamship Diana 
to the ship Horsa, in the English Channel, which 
had lost her square canvas and was on a lee shore, 
was towed by the Diana into Copes Roads. The 
Court awarded £750. 

At Greenock, John Kynd and Daniel Rogan, 
natives of Larne, firemen of board the steamer 
Hispania, of Liverpool, were charged with refusing 
duty. They said they could not work under the 
second engineer, who is a Greek, and they were 
sent to gaol for fourteen days. 

A SUMMARY shows the various Philadelphia 
vessels that have been lost, the number of lives 
sacrificed, and the cost during 1889. Seventeen of 
the larger class of ships were wrecked, but only 5 
of these proved of fatal consequence, though the 
aggregate money value runs to no less than 
$300,100. Forty-six lives were lost. 

In Edinburgh there are eight actions, resulting 
from a dredger accident, which occurred off Dum- 
barton in August of last year. Claims are made 
against the Ofyde Navigation Trustees and Messrs. 
J. & P, Hutcheson, shipowners, by four widows, to 
recover datmages for the less of their husbands. 
Each widow is claimant in two actions. 

AT the Maritime Exchange, New York, Jan. 18, 
rewards were distributed to the officers and crew 
of the steamer Stag which recently rescued the 
whole of the crew of the disabled ship Shakespeare, 
from Hamburg. The captain and first and second 
officers received 300 dols., 100 dols., and 75 dols., 
respectively. Each member of the-crew of the

It was moved by Mr. Brooks, and seconded 
by Mr. Tucker, that the weekly statement he 
accepted; carried. Mr. Harrison, secretary of the 
Barry Branch, then made reference to the good 
services rendered the Cardiff Branch by Mr, 
Courtnay, who had left Liverpool at the time of 
the strike there, which had put him to extra er. 
pense by being ashore so long. ‘The same expense 
having been paid by him, it was only right that the 
Branch should refund the amount paid. A propo- 
sal embodying the suggestion was made by Mr, 
Tucker and seconded by Mr. Clippett, Mr. Gardner 
alsu testified to the good he had done, and 
the way in which Mr. Courtnay had fought 
for the Cardiff Branch. Mr. Harrison also 
gave his report of the Barry and Penarth Branch, 
and the success which had _ been achieved 
there, although not worked in the way in which 
he should like to see it, owing to one man not being 
able to work the two places at once. He suggested 
that more assistance be given. Mr. Gardner did 
not think it necessary, owing to the help that will 
be given by the riggers and hobblers, and explained 
that they would find that in time to come they 
would not require so many outside delegates, and 
they had no ri zht to appoint a roth: r delegate with- 
out the sanction of the Executive Committee, but 
he suggested that if they insisted on having an- 
other delegate that a resolution be passed to that 
effect, and forwarded to the Executive Committee. 
Mr. Harrison said he was quite willing to do his 
best to work the two places, but contended that 
they could not be worked to his satisfaction with- 
out more assistance, which would enable the 
Branch to number very shortly far more than what 
it does at present. It was moved by Mr. Clippett, 
and seconded by Mr. Mitchell, that the Executive 
Committee be communicated with in reference to 
an outside delegate at Penarth, which was carried,

Gray, seconded by Mr. Phillips ; Mr. N. Hillen, pro- 
aged by Mr. Hughes, seconded by Mr. Wilson ; 
Mr. A. McGregor, proposed _by Mr. Rae, seconded 
by Mr. Thompson. The voting being in favour of 
Mr. Boyd and Mr. Hillen, the chairmen then de- 
clared them duly nominated. A discussion there- 
after arose oa the advisability of men when coming 
on board of ships at the Tail of the Bank that are 
shorthanded to produce their Union cards, and on 
the motion of Mr. McGregor, seconded by Mr. 
Farquharson, it was unanimously agreed that a 
delegate be appointed in each ship immediately 
after signing articles, to looz after the interests 
of his brother members on the voyage, and report 
the same when the ship arrives home. The case 
of a member (Yates) was next considered, he 
being in arrears over the stipulated time, but not 
wishing to sail without the approval of the meeting, 
it was proposed by Mr. Thompson, seconded by 
Mr, Bryson, and carried unanimously, that he be 
allowed to ship and pay up his arrears after making 
avoyage. The question then arising of retaining 
Mr, A. Campbell as our legal adviser, it was pro- 
by Mr. Thompson, and seconded by @fr. 
Bryson, that Mr. A. Campbell be not retained, but 
that another capable man be named to take office 
as legal adviser. This was carried unanimously. 
It was then proposed by Mr. McEwan, that Mr. 
Hedderick, of the firm of Thom and Hedderick, be 
our lega! adviser ; as an amendment Mr. J. Thomp- 
son proposed, and it was seconded by Mr. Bryson, 
that Mr. Rennie be our legal adviser, and when put 
to the vote, Mr. Rennie received 20 votes against 
Mr. Hedderick’s 2. At the previous meeting of the 
Brauch, held on Jan. 9, the report of which did not 
reach us till Jan. 20 (when last week’s SEAFARING 
had been published), there was a full attendance, 
Mr. J. McQuillan in the chair, and the district 
secretary being present. The Branch protested 
strongly against the action taken by Abbott in 
attacking the genera! secretary’s character, and the 
meeting unanimously expressed sympathy with the 
general secretary. After some discussion on a part 
of the committee minutes appertaining to a fine 
on two members, named Oampbell and Fraser, it 
was moved by Mr. Burns, seconded by Mr. Taylor, 
that the part be rescinded; carried unanimously. 
Correspondence was then read from the Board of 
Trade asa reply in reference to a communication 
sent by our Branch secretary on the s.s. Bilbao, 
which was said to be in a defective condition last 
voyage; from the general secretary congratulating 
us on the success of our soiree; also from the 
Londonderry Society, on a member of our Branch 
who was killed on board the steamer Thomas 
Dugdale. ‘The secretary then read the outside 
delegates’ report for the week on ships that had 
given Union wages, viz., monthly ships, £4 10s., 
Minerva. Hornhead, State of Pennyslvania, Gustav 
Bitters, Anchoria, Navigation, Siberian, and Prus- 
sian, Weekly, 32s. 8d., Hdward Williams and 
Ivanhoe. It was lik wise stated that the trimmers 
of the Anchoria had done away with any more 
than two field days on the voyage, one out and one 
home, and that the trimmers of the s.s. Navigation 
had their wages increased to £4. As one of our 
delegates had been dismissed, it was deemed 
necessary that there should be another elected, 
therefore nominations were immediately taken, and 
were as follows:—Mr. W. Hillon, proposed by Mr. 
J. Farquharson, seconded by Mr. McCann; Mr. 
J. Wilson, proposed by Mr. Houston, seconded 
by Mr. J. Bracken; “Mr. P. Sherlock, pro- 
posed by Mr. J. Cox, seconded by Mr. R. Lawler. 
Voting: Sherlock 5, Wilson 11, Hillon unanimous ; 
the chairman then declared Hfllon duly and law- 
fully elected. The Branch secretary spoke on the 
advisability of members having their contribution 
cards with them when coming to the shipping office 
to sign articles, whcn Mr. Dowd moved, seconded 
by Mr. Campbell, that all members carry their con- 
tribution cards with them when going to ship, and 
that they produce it to the outside delegate for 
luspection before going into the engagement room ; 
carried unanimously. Mr. A. McIntosh then asked 
Mr, Darby whether the shore workers were to be 
the dictators of our Branch. Mr. Darby giving a 
ecisctony explanation on the question, it was 
ee dropped. The case against the member 
Morag coming on again, it was proposed by Mr. 
—e seconded by Mr. Campbell, that he b2 
“ned in the full penalty of £3; as an amendment 
es Proposed by Mr. McGregor, and seconded 
y Mr. Sherlock, that he be summoned to attend 
and explain before being dealt with. The amend- 
veut was carried. Mr. McGregor afterwards asking 
my larby concerning the money paid by members 
tition: Branch in other Branches, after an expla- 
on and discussion the matter dropped, it being 
"ggested that our representative ask that the 





amount of £102 be sent back to our Branch. Some 
talk about a doctor for our Branch being necessary, 
it was saggested that it stand over until the return 
of our executive representative. A debate then arose 
in reference to retaining Mr. Angus Campbell as our 
legal adviser. The majority of the members held 
up their hands for Mr. Angus Campbell, but on the 
members becoming acquainted with the fact that 
he would not appear personally in a Small Debt 
Court unless the action involved 40 or 50 men's 
pay, a very strong feeling arose on the matter. 
The Anchor liner Belgravia on coming to sign 
articles for the Mediterranean calling at Cardiff to 
load, offered £4 5s. per month, which we would not 
accept ; they then offered £3 for the run to Oardiff, 
and could get no men to go unless they paid £3 10s., 
which they refused todo. They then sent’ around 
to Liverpool and brought a native crew out of one 
of their steamers, intending to send them around 
to Cardiff with the Belgravia. ‘The poor black men 
when they arrived, shivering with cold, were im- 
mediately sent on board the Belgravia. Finding 
that there was not sufficient men to take her 
around the owners thought of taking another native 
crew from one of their ships that was lying at the 
quay almost ready to sail. This crew distinctly 
refused to leave their own ship and go on board the 
Belgravia, and it coming to the knowledge of the 
natives that came from Liverpool that the white 
men were holding out for their just demands, they 
left the ship ina body,and stated that if they had 
known what the officials of the Anchor Line had 
wanted them.to do, they would never have left 
Liverpool.’ Finding themselves beat at every point 
the officials offered ££10s. per month, the wages 
asked for the day before, this we refused when 
they would not give it without fighting so hard 
We then demanded £4 15s. per month for seamen 
and firemen, leading stoker £5 10s., storekeeper 
£5 5s., quartermasters £5, boatswain £5 10s,, and 
we got what we demanded; and greatcredit is due 
to the natives for the manly way they helped us in 
the fight. 


BIRKENHEAD BRANCH. 


At the usual weekly meeting of the above 
Branch, Jan. 15, Mr. John Griffiths in the chair, 
the minutes of the previous meeting, on the motion 
of Mr. T. Smith, seconded by Mr. W. White- 
head, were adopted as read. The secretary then 
read over the financial statement for week end- 
ing Jan 11, which, on the motion of Mr. J. 
Kenny, seconded by Mr. J. Kerr, was accepted as 
read. The election of representatives for the Local 
Marine Board was next proceeded with, and after 
some discussion on the matter, Mr. John Kerr 
to represeat the firemen and Mr. J. Verney to 
represent the sailors, were duly elected. The next 
business was the presentation to Mr. Halsall, 
treasurer of the Branch. The presentation took 
the form of a gold medal in the shaps of a 
star, the emblem of the Union. On the front 
side of the medal and round the border were 
the initials of the Union, and in the centre was 
Mr. Halsall’s monogram, * W. H.” On the reve’se 
side was the fullowing inscription :—“ Presented to 
Mr. W, Halsall by the members of the Birkenhead 
Branch, January, 1890.” A two shilling piece, set 
as a brooch, was presented to Mrs. Halsall, In 
making the presentation Mr, Shepherd, said they 
presented the medal to Mr. Halsall not only as a 
token of the services he had done to the Union 
since its establishment in Birkenhead, but as a 
token of friendship and with their best wishes for 
his health and prosperity. When they first sought 
to establish the Union in Birkenhead, many people 
were unwilling to receive them, and looked upon 
them as intruders. They tried to get many a place 
for headquarters, bat were refused, until they came 
to Mr. Haisall, who received them with open arms, 
and did everything in his power to forward their 
interests. When they once became a prosperous 
Union they had continual offers from people to 
give their premises free, but they did not take 
their offers ; they were satisfied with the premises 
they had. He hoped the medal would long be a 
reminder of their past associations. Mr. Shepherd 
then referred to the unwavering kindness of Mr. 
Halsall, and concluded by making the presentation. 
Messrs. Tittle and Nicholson supported Mr. 
Shepherd, after which Mr. Halsall returned his 
sincere thanks for the manner in which they had 
recognised his services. His sympathies had 
always been with the sailors and firemen, and whea 
they asked him for his premises he gladly complied 
with the request on the condition that the men 
conducted themselves properly. He was g'ad to 
say that ail through their great struggle and trials, 
not one case had been brought before Mr, Preston, 
the stipendiary magistrate, and this reflected great 
credit on them. On behalf of his wife and him- 
self he cordially thanked the men for their 
present. 





GRANGEMOUTH BRANCH. 


As before reported, at the instance of the 
secretary, the election of officers was decided 
by ballot, in order that as many members as 
possible might have an opportunity of expressing 
their opinions. At the same time and in the same 
way, the question as to whether certain scabs, 
should at any future day te re-admitted to the 
Union was settled. The result of the ballot, of one 
month’s duration, is as follows :—Secretary, Chas. 


| C. Byrne’; chairman, Philip Traynor; vice-chairman, 
| Alex. M’Nab; treasurer, Thos. Harvey ; auditors, 


Geo. B. Scotland’ and A. M’Nab, were unani- 
mously returned. These being the retiring officials, 
they feel highly gratified by the confidence placed 


} in them by the members, and trust to continue 
| to deserve it. In re “scabs,” they were decisively 


rejected for all time, not having obtained one-fifth 
of the votes necessarry to re-admit them. Their 
names are: John Eadie, donkeyman; John Simpson, 
fireman ; J. Binnie, fireman; Lewis Hynd, A.B. and 
J. Wilson, donkeyman ; all at present employed in 
the Carron steamers. All Branch secretaries, 
therefore, are warned not to enrol them, as, even if 
they by any scheme escape notice, their entrance 
will not be valid. The accounts presented were 
exhaustively examined by the auditors, who, in 
certifying their correctness, complimented the 
secretary on the method in which the books were 
kept and their clearness, each entry explaining it- 
self. After the hard struggle the infant Branch 
engaged in during the strike, it has shown wonder- 
ful recuperative power, it being thoroughly solvent 
and its income daily increasing. On the recom- 
mendation of the district secretary, a permanent 
office will be opened in Bo’ness on Feb. 1, of which 
Mr. Thomas Harvey will have charge. Much dis- 
satisfaction was expressed at the apparent inatten- 
tion to Union business shown by the London district 
secretary, and on the motion of Mr. James Duncan, it 
was unanimously resolved to dispatch the secretary 
at an early date to London to confer with Messrs. 
Tillett and Mann, of the London Dockers’ Union, 
with 4 view to united action being taken with refer- 
ence to certain steamers. Mr. Wm. Brisbane moved 
a vote of no confidence in the London District Secre- 
tary. He (Mr. Brisbane) had been some time in 
the London trade, and had recently been made a 
victim to his Unioa principles, which, he was con- 
vinced, would not have occurred if Mr. Wal-h had 
shown more attention to his duty to the Union, 
and less to other people’s affairs. The reso’ution 
was carried nem. con., with the rider that the secre- 
tary be instructed to forward the same to the 
general secretary, with the request that the London 
district secretary be summoned before the next 
executive meeting to explain the reasons of his non- 
attention. A determined and evident!y concerted 
attack has recently been made here on our Union, 
and our comrade, the National Union of Dock 
Labourers. This Branch of the latter Union had, 
for some time, been in a lethargic condition, but 
the brilliant success of their Bo'ness brethren 
roused them to action. The Bo’ness dockers hve 
succeeded, not only in forcing a substantial ad- 
vance in wages from the stevedores, but also in 
obtaining contracts direct from the brokers for the 
discharging of vessels. This co-operative plan of 
working has proved a decided success both for the 
dockers and brokers, and the money which formerly 
enriched the middleman now goes into the pockets 
of the men, to the huge delight of their wives and 
bairns, whose conditions of life are much improved 
thereby. At the urgent request of the Grange- 
mouth men, Mr. Byrne, with the approval of the 
general secretary, undertook the task of re-organis- 
ing them, with the result that the stevedores and 
their kin grew alarmed. On the 6th inst. one of 
these gentry, named Taylor, called his men together 
and inquired how many of them were Unionists. 
On the’ latter stepping forward. he told them he 
would no longer employ them unless they aban- 
doned the Union. This they declined to do, and 
accordingly were there and then paid off, among 
them being the president of the Branch. - This was 
not all the pressure put on the men; the manager 
of the Caledonian Railway Company informed the 
coal trimmers and hoist men that they would be 
dismissed if they joined the Union. He is also re- 
ported to have said that he would place the Oule- 
donian premises at the service of the stevedores if 
they chose to bring b!acklegs to the port. This un- 
warrantable action on his part was promptly 
reported by letter to J. C. Bolton, Esq , M P., th» 
chairman of the Company, who, in his reply, is- 
owned the action of his subordinate, and state | 
that he is making inquiries into the matter. ‘The 
conduct of the harbour master in dismissing his 
beatmen (in the railway Company’s service) 
because they were members of the Sailors’ aad 
Firemen’s Union, was a'so brought under Mr, 
Bolton’s notice. Later on, at the instance of a 
Carron Company’s servant, a docker was dis- 
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missed from a sub-contractor’s employ for the crime 
of speaking to the general secretary of his Union, 
Mr. McHugh, on the dock side, But this boy- 
cotting has burnt the fingers of those who used it. 
In Bo'ness, the dockers have refused to work the 
Carron steamers until they are manned by wholly 
Union crews, and the discharged Grangemouth 
dockers are re-instated in their employment. Con- 
sequently the Carron Company have been forced to 
withdraw their vessels from the Bo’ness and London 
trade, but the vacancy will quickly be filled up by 
firms who emp'oy Unionists. Simultaneously with 
the attack on the dockers, the Carron Company 
aimed a blow at our Union. On the 15th inst. the 
crew of the s.s. Caroline were being paid off, and 
resigned on a new six months’ running agreement. 
At the pay table the edict went forth that no 
Union men were wanted, when, to the astonishment 
of the boycotters, tue crew, both sailors and fire- 
men, walked ashore. Immediately the secretary 
took steps to block Glasgow, Leith, Dundee, Burnt- 
island, the Iyne, and London. Their efforts to 
obtain men have been unavailing, and at this date 
(20th) the Caroline is lying in the Forth loaded, but 
unable to proceed on her voyage. In the ordinary 
course of events the vessel is due here on her 
return passage on the 22nd. How long shippers of 
goods and passevgers will suffer this Company to 
delay their merchanidise remains to be seen. 
What makes the conduct of the Company the more 
inexcusable, is the fact that no later than three 
weeks back men on shipping in the Caroline were 
told that they must be Union men, We havealso to 
contend with false news furnished to reporters by 
interested parties, vide this paragraph :—“ Last 
night, Mr. Ed. M‘Hugh, general secretary of the 
Dock Lubourers’ Union, addressed a largely 
attended meeting of dock labourers in the Institute 
liall, Grangemouth. His remarks were loudly 
applauded by the men, who still hold firm to the 
Union. The Caroline sailed yesterday with a 
Glasgow crew. The crew of the s.s. Carron have 
renouuced the Union, and sailed as usual” This is 
culled from the Edinburgh Hvening News, of the 
18th inst., and is a malicious lie, intended to do 
harm to the Union. The Caroline has not sailed, 
and the crew of the Carron, who are said to have 
renounced the Union, had it not in their power to 
do so, for the all-sufficient reason that they are, and 
have been, “ scabs” since June, 1889. ‘The action 
of the Company is much criticised in the port, and 
as they have chosen to declare war, the sailors and 
firemen, with their comrades, the dockers, cheer- 
fully take up the gage of battle, and will fight it out 
on its merits, 


HULL BRANCH. 


At the usual*weekly meeting, the secretary’s 
financial report was read and accepted; 38 new mem- 
bers being reported enrolled during the week. A reso- 
lution was passed that if any committeman absent 
himse'f wilfully, without sufficient cause, from any 
Branch meeting, he being in port or ashore at the 
time, he be fined 6d. A deputation consisting of 
Messrs. Hill, Hu-+ey, Brown, and Councilor W. G. 
Millington (the labour representative on the Town 
Council), waited on Mr. C. H. Wilson, M.P., who 
receive | them most courteously, and inquired 
what it was that he could oblige themin. On being 
infurmed that the object in question was the Com- 
pulsory Load Line on all ships, he said he would 
most heartily support the measure, and that he 
would do more thin that, he would also support a 
measure to prevent the present system of cum- 
brous deck loads during the summer months. Ata 
meeting held the same night in Ripon Hall, 
Mr. Wilson made the following remarks :— 
* They now said more than ever that the working 
classes were asserting their power. The struggle 
at the next e ection would be really a soldier's 
bitile, and the working-classes of this couatry 
must decide what the tone of future legislation 
was to be. (Hear, hear.) He, fortuaately, or un- 
fortanately—he often thought uofortunately— 
was in 4 position which entailed his attention 
bang drawn very forcibly to the wauts and re- 
quiremeuts of aitferent portions of the labouring 
ciasses Of this couvtry. Only that afternoon he 
had had a Geputation waiting upon him from the 
National Sailors’ and Firemen’s Association. 
They asked, in what they considered to be the 
inte est of the saving of life ard property, that 


Parliasnent should interfere tu establish a 
compulsory joad-iine on all British ships. 
It was pretty well known that a large per- 


cent+ge—but not a majcrity—of British ships at 
the present time haa a load-line of a voluntary 
choracter fixed. ‘The r-presentatives of the sea- 
men said they were not satisied with that, as a 
loat-hne which gave apparently some sort or 
stamp of sif-ty, could be placed on a British ship 
and yet that safety might be entirely illusory. The 
representatives, therefore, asked Parliament now to 





carry out the result of what was called the delibera- 
tions of the Load-Line Committee, and impose a 
compulsory load-line on all British ships. As a 
member of Parliament, and also as a shipowner, 
he unhesitatingly said that he would support 
such a Bill in the House of Commons. (Applause.) 
Another of the grievances of the sailors was that 
too cumbrous and dangerous deck-loads of timber 
were carried in the summer. He believed that 
there they had substantial cause of complaint, and 
any legislation that could be devised to lessen it 
he would unhesitatingly support. (Applause.) He 
hoped and trusted that the prosperity of this 
country, which had recently set in, would continue 
At the same time he trusted that there would be 
moderation and harmony between employer and 
employé, and that they would avoid those utterly 
unreasonable and disastrous acts which sometimes 
happened. Liberalism had a great many interests 
opposed to it in Hull. For instance, to go back 
into his own trade, he could not help saying to his 
sailor friends who called upon him that afternoon : 
‘It is all very well your coming and telling me 
what wonders you are going to do, but you must 
remember my experience of Hull is that, when I 
have had to ask you to vote for me, I have found 
the majority of seamen voting on the “ blue” side.’ 
He hoped they would take that in good part, He 
hoped that he might be allowed to say that no one 
in Hull had the general interests of the work- 
ing classes more at heart than himself, and 
no one ought to have—from the kindness he 
invariably received from his friends in Hull.” 
Mr. Wilson, says our correspondent, has all 
credit due to him, both as an individual and as a 
shipowner, but more especially as a shipowner, and 
there is only one thing that ke ps him from being 
the most popular man in Great Britian and Ireland 
among seamen, and that is that he does not pay 
the same wages paid in other ports to the same 
class of workmen. Mr. Wilson's vessels are kept in 
the highest state of efficiency. His monthly boats 
are well provisioned. His vessels never leave port 
without everything being made snug and secure, 
and were he only to reconcile himself to pay a 
better rate of pay all round, he would find the sea- 
men who vote blue to be few and far between, and 
he would have the pick of the British mercantile 
marine wherewith to man his vessels, He has 
given his dockers a rise, but his seamen are on the 
same basis as they were before. Mr. Milburn, of 
London, was present during part of the interview 
with Mr.Wilson, and also spoke as being favourable 
to a compulsory load line, as a shipowner. Hesaid 
if the seamen would only keep sober, be aboard at 
the appointed time, and not desert when on the 
other side, it would be all that he desired. On Mr. 
Hill informing him that if he would carry none but 
National Union men when he came to Hull to sail 
a line of vessels to Australian ports, that men such 
as he wanted would be supplied to him. Mr. Mil- 
burn gave his assurance that if the Union fulfilled 
their part of the bargain he would fulfil his, and 
carry none but National Union crews.

Never were lines more applicable than to the 
conduct of Capt. Rankes, s.s, Royal Minstrel, of 
Hull, owners Messrs. Good and tloodman. When 
at Reval the boatswain went ashore to buy pro- 
visions. He returned to go on board about 7.45 
p.m., Dec. 18. Unfortunately for him his foot 
slipped, and he went into the water and was 
drowned. This immaculate and humane skipper 
persistently refused to haul from the quay, in order 
that the man’s body might be recovered for decent 
burial. The crew offered to pay for a diver, but 
the captain's obstinacy still barred the way, he 
even refusing to send for grappling irons. The 
crew tried with a small kedge anchor to recover 
the body of their late shipmate, but without avail, 
and though the vessel did not sail till Dec. 23 last, 
this noble specimen of humanity made no efforts 
to render to the dead its due. When the last 
trump sounds sure'y such as he will meet their just 
reward. 


SOUTHAMPTON BRANCH.

He was of opinion that Parlis 
ment should be asked to compel owners to pay 
weekly wages to the families of seamen and fire. 
men whilst absent. Many women were forced into 
immorality by the greed of the shipowners, Meet- 
ing closed at 8.30 p.m. 


GOOLE BRANCH. 


A deputation consisting of Messrs. W. Field, W. 
J. N,. Ward, J. Gunn, J. Rockett, and W. R. Chappell 
have waited on Mr. Austin, M.P, respecting the 
Load Line Bill. Mr, Austin received the deputa 
tion very cordially, and promised not only to vote 
for the Bill but also to give it all the help he could 
by trying to persuade other members to do the 
same. 

A very largely attended meeting has been held 
at Goole to form a local branch of the Dock, Wharl, 
River-side and General Labourers’ Union of Great 
Britain and Ireland. Previous to the meeting the 
South-street brass band paraded the streets. The 
rear of the platform was brightened by several flags 
bearing suitable mottoe-, the large banner of the 
National Union of Seamen and Firemen being also 
suspended. Mr. Henry Blakelock (Grimsby) oct 
pied the chair, and in addition to Mr. and Ms. 
Tillett there were on the platform Messrs, Tulip 
(London), Humby, Maloney (Hull), F. W. Young 
(Grimsby), Captain Fulcher, W. Field, W. 8. Sher 
wood, J. Hackett, J. Rockett, W. R. Chappell 
(secretary of Local Branch of National Union of 
Seamen and Firemen) and others. Mr. F. ¥. 
Young moved the following resolution:--‘ That ia 
the opinion of this meeting it is desirable to at one 
open a Branch of the Dock, Wharf, River-side and 
General Labourers’ Union among the dockers of 
Goole, and this meeting of dock labourers, 
trimmers, keelmen, lightermen and others pledge 
itself to do all in its power to ensure the success af 
such a branch when formed.” Mr. Humby second 
the resolution, which was supported by Mr. Ba 
Tillett, who, in the course of a stirring speech 
said he never really doubted, even in his mo 
depressed moments, but that the giant voice of 
labour would be heard high above the din, tlt 
turmoil, the misery, and the horrors of poverty. 
He was told that in Goole during the seamel! 
strike the sailors and firemen were boycotted! 
such an extent that they could not find a single 
place to lay their heads, and were even unable ® 
get food. Civilisatioa and Christianity, wh 
were they? It was a lie to say they existed wilt 
people had power to do this. (Applause.) Let thes 
not be wheedled over by saying that their 0 
bination would drive away trade. Every hors’! 
this country, willing to work, could always find | . 
and would not be worked unduly, because the ow 
knew if he lost’ his horse he would have to bi 
another, Every man in this couotry was, belt 
and higher than the horse—made in God's 9 ; 
image—and yet they could not all get decent 
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ditions of livelihood. He asked the working-men 
to unite with the 70,000 members of the Union, 
which possessed £11,000 capital, and grasp the hand 
of unity and fellowship which was held out to them. 
in Bristol, Cardiff, Swansea, Hull, and other towns, 
the men had bettered their condition by means of 
the Union, and that was why he appealed to them 
to become linked in indissoluble bonds with the 
protherhood of workers throughout the length and 
preadth of the land. He appealed to them 
for the sake of themselves and their homes. 
The resolution was carried unanimously, with 
cheers, after which Mr. W. R. Chappell, who pre- 
sided during the rest of the evening, called on Mr. 
Sherwood, who, in a brief address, moved :—“ That 
this meeting desires to express its thanks to Mr. 
Ben Tillett for the able manner in which he has 
championed the cause cf the labourer, and attended 
here to-night for the purpose of forming a Branch 
of the Dock, Wharf, Riverside and General 
Labourers’ Union.” Captain Fulcher, who had 
known Mr. Tillett from his boyhoood, seconded 
the resolution, which was supported by Mr. 
Maloney, who said that since the Union meeting 
at Hull, the Aire and Calder employes there had re- 
ceived an increase in wages from fivepence to six- 
pence per hour, and for overtime from sixpence to 
ninepence. (Applause.) The chairman observed 
that the Sea‘nen’s Union, which it was said “was 
broken up almost when &@e came to Goole, was now 
stronger, numerically and financially, than it had 
ever been before. (Applause.) The resolution was 
adopted, and Mr. Tillett briefly expressed his thanks. 
A Branch of the Union was afterwards opened and 
apumber of members enrolled, the chairman an- 
nouncing that weekly meetings would be held at 
the North-Eastern Hotel, where the proprietor had 
placed a room at their disposal. 


SWANSEA BRANCH, 


The usual weekly meeting of the Swansea 
Branch, on 15th inst., was well attended, Bro. 
Feiling in the chair. The minutes of the previous 
meeting were adopted. The financial account was 
next read, which was received by the members 
with applause. The correspondence of the week 
was also read and approved of.

Tunstead be 
elected delegate for Swansea Branch, which was 
catried unanimously. The election of an auditor 
to audit our quarter’s account came next.

Fraser, that Mr. Williams be elected the 
auditor to audit our accounts. This was carried 
unanimously. Proposed by Bro. Battye, and 
seconded by Bro. Fraser, that Bro, Tunstead be 
elected as check steward; carried unanimously.

Nine new members, 
enrolled since the last meeting, were accepted into 
the Union. Eight sailors and seven firemen were 
reported unemployed, Shipping slack and employ 
ment scarce, 


KING’S LYNN BRANCH. 


At the usual weekly meeting held at the “ Royal 
Standard,” County Oourt-road, Jan. 17, Bro. H. T. 
Simpson, president, in the chair, and Bro. H. O. 
Bennett as door-keeper, it was proposed by Bro, 
H. Holmes, and seconded by Bro. J. Bridges, that 
W. C. Clarke and Jeremiah Lee and J. Drayton, be 
enrolled; carried unanimously. It was also resolved 
that we forward a resolution to the President of the- 
Board of Trade from King’s Lynn Branch, that it is 
essential that the sailors and firemen of the British 
Isles shou'd be represented on all Local Marine 
Boards, and that the President of the Board of 
Trade will adhere to his promise that he gave to 
the deputation who waited upon him, and that 
C. W. Arnold and W. Bennett be the representa- 
tives of this Branch on the Local Marine Board. 
The auditors’ report was then taken, Bro. Cummings 
and Bro. H. Holmes gave ia their report as auditors, 
which was received with great satisfaction for the 
manner in which the Branch had been carried on 
since its establishment—April 12, 1889. Bro. Avis 
moved that we accept the report of the auditors, 
and thank them for the most able report which 
they have made. This was seconded by Bro. H. 
Bennett, and carried unanimously. The secretary 
then read the correspondence from Mr. A. Weston 
Jarvis, M.P., in respect of the deputation from this 
Branch waiting upon him. Bro. J. Bridges, late 
boatswain of the s.s. Ambient, of Sunderland, then 
gave a report of the reason why he ha‘ left the said 
vessel. Her cargo being sold to the South Metro- 
politan Gas Company, they all came out to assist 
the Gas Stokers’ Union, and for the cause of 
Unionism at large, believing in the old proverb, 
“ Assist one another boys, and all pull together,” 
and how our brethren of Green’s Home had for- 
warded him home to his Branch. It was moved by 
Bro. W. Fysh and seconded by Bro. H. Bennett, 
that the secretary write to Greens Home Branch 
thanking them for the kindness which they be- 
stowed on our brother; carried unanimously. A 
vote of thanks was accorded to the president, and 
the meeting adjourned at 10 p.m. 


SUNDERLAND BRANCH. 


This branch held their usual weekly meeting 
Jan. 20, at 174, High-street East, Mr. George 
Dunn in the chair. There was a very large atten- 
dance of members. The secretary reported that 
there had been 26 new members enrolled in the 
past week. He also said that there had been a very 
large increase in the income in tne past week, which 
was very satisfactory. A complaint was made 
against two men who refused to come out of their 
ship when they were ordered to do so by the dele- 
gate in London, when their ship was carrying coal 
to the Gas Company. They were fined £3 each. 
It was also announced that a member called T. 
Foster had met with an accident—lost three of his 
fingers. The Branch decided on making him a 
donation of £3. The secretary pointed out to the 
members the great benefit each member would 
derive if he was a member of the Sick Fund. The 
members also decided to open a subscription list 
for this disabled man; many members subscribed 
at once towards the list. The balance-sheet was 
then submitted to the Branch, which showed a 
very wonderful increase in the last quarter. The 
balance-sheet was unanimously adopted. 


BLYTH BRANCH. 


The weekly meeting of the above Branch was 
held on Wednesday night, Jan. 15, in Thompson’s 
Cocoa Rooms, Mr. G. Dixon presiding. The 
minutes having been read and adopted, Mr. Dixon, 
one of the deputation appointed to wait on Mr.T. 
Burt, M.P, respecting the Compulsory Load Line 
Bill, gave a report of their interview with the 
that gentleman. They were received most 
cordially by the worthy M.P., who asked them 
several questions in respect not only to the 
compulsory Load Line, but in regard to other 
matters directly affecting seamen. He promi ed to 





do his utmost to forward any cause for the benefit 
of the seafaring class. Mr. Burt, M.P., al-o 
requested some copies of SEAFARING to be sent him. 
Two members of this Branch having received ship- 
wreck benefit from the Hull Branch, a resolution 
was passed, ‘*that this Branch do not refund the 
money paid by the Hull Branch, as both mem ers 
had only paid six weeks’ contributions at the time 
of the accident.” The agent stated that one of the 
vessels who had had their crews taken out of them 
at London, came into Blyth this week, with a crew 
of blacklegs. The firemen not being able to do 
their duty, were discharged, and some of the sailors 
were compelled to join the Union before the 
captain could obtain firemen. Those who refused 
were discharged, and Union men put in their place. 
A vote of thanks to the chairman brought a 
pleasant and harmonious meeting to a close. 


LEITH BRANCH. 


No report of the proceedings of this Branch 
has been sent to SEAFARING this year, owing to 
the pressure of business at the port, and the 
absence of the secretary, who has had to keep a 
strict watch at the shipping office, and at Granton, 
which has been a loophole for scabs, but has been 
spoiled for that business. The first general meet- 
ing of the year was held on Thursday, Jan. 9, when 
the newly-elected officers took their positions for 
the next half-year. The secretary in opening the 
first meeting of the year, reviewed the events of 
the past year, and stated that despite all the 
enemies who have been so antagonistic at the strike 
and since, Leith Branch was once more regaining 
her old position, viz, that which had it not been 
for the large amount of relief money paid during 
the strike and lock-out, which lasted for nearly 
two months altogether, would, he had no hesitation 
in saying, have been second to one Branch only 
in Scotland (for weakh), but he was proud 
to say that although Leith Branch was at the 
time of the dispute only three months old 
they were in a position to pay relief to some 600 or 
700 men for the half of the time, which was not so 
bad for what is ca'led a small po.t. He, the secre- 
tary, never dreamt that when he came from t#laszow 
to start a Branch here, on Feb. 1!, 1889, that he 
would ever be able to have more than 500 members, 
but he was proud to say the numbers stood to-day 
at 1,400, and they were joining on an average 12 
members weekly, and that there were only a few 
who had turned blacklegs and refused to pay. But 
he advised these men to beware, as the day. was 
fast approaching when all the boats in Leith would 
be manned by none but Union men, and he was 
glad to state that a great many of those who had 
fallen back since the strike, had returned to the 
fold; and he advised the members to pull together 
and allow things to go on smoothly, ani they 
would some day soon see the results of maintaining 
a Union which has done, and is doing, good to the 
sailors and firemen of the port, as the wages of this 
time last year and the present time will prove. 
Wages in Feb., 1889: Weekly, sailors and firemen 
27s. 6d.; monthly, sailors £3 10s., fiiem mn £3 15s. 
(all round). Wages at the present time: Weekly, 
sailors and firemen, local boats, 303., n n-local, 
32s, 8d.; monthly, Mediterranean, sailors £4 10s., 
firemen £4 15s.; Western Ocean, sailors £4 15s., 
firemen £5, boatswain and donkeymen £5 5s. and 
£5 10s, respectively. The meeting then opened for 
business, and the question of a doctor for the sick- 
fund was discussed, and it was agreed that a special 
meeting of those members be called to nominate one. 
The secretary reported that 30 new members had 
been enrolled for the Branch in the first four days 
of the year (applause.) He also gave his report 
from the Trades Council, and mentioned that the 
election of the Locai Marine Board would take 
place on Jan. 25. It was then agreed to empower 
the secretary to write to headquarters, and see 
what steps be taken to secure a seat on the Board. 
This being all the business, the meeting adjourned, 
and met again on Thursday, Jan. 16, when the 
chairman, Mr. W. Barnett, presided, and was sup- 
ported by Mr. M. E. Darby, district secretary, and 
the local secretary, who read tre minutes of the 
la t meeting, which were adopted unanimously. 
The weekly and the last quarter’s financial balance 
sheet, after having been audited by the auditors 
appointed, was read, both being considered satis- 
factory were unanimously ajopted. The secretary 
read a letter and circular from the Executive 
Council, asking the members to nominate two sea- 
men to represent the sailors and firemen on the 
Local Marine Board at Leith, which was coupled 
with a resolution reminding the President of the 
Board of Trade of a promise made by him last 
March, to a deputation of seamen and firemen, 
that at the next election he promise! them 
representatives. After some discussion Mr. Darby, 
district secretarr, spoke on the subject, which 
was, he said, a very impoitant axe, and he 
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thought by the looks of intelligence among some of 
the members before him that they would easily 
select the men whom they could place confidence 
in sending them to represent them, and they ought 
to grasp the opportunity, and nominate at once. 
The following were nominated:—Mr. R. Smith 
(Branch secretary), proposed by Mr. A Robertson, 
seconded by Mr. J, Sutherland; Mr. J. Sutherland 
(Edinburgh Trades Councillor) proposed by Mr. J. 
Galletty, seconded by Mr. A. Lawson, No other 
nominations being brought forward, it was unani- 
mously agreed that Messrs. Smith and Sutherland 
be elected for the office. and that their names be 
sent to the President of the Board of Trade. Mr. 
Darby then addressed the meeting. He said that 
when he began he could speak for a long time on 
the good the Union had done, and what it was 
doing all over, and during his visits through the 
districts he wis greatiy pleased to see the unani- 
mity that existed among the members, and their 
loyalty to the Union cause. He was surprised 
when he thought of the great progress the Union 
had made since he went to Glasgow in Nov. 1888, 
and he was proud to say the Sailors and Firemen 
occupiedthe premier position in Trades Unionism, 
having now a membership of nearly 100,000. After 
relating a struggle they had in Glasgow which 
ended in a victory, Mr. Darby stated that he was 
sorry he would have to leave them as he would 
have to catch the train, but the secretary of the 
Branch wished to bring a matter before the mem- 
bers of the Branch before he could leave as he 
would like to accompany Mr. Darby to Edinburgh. 
The secretary then stated that a few enemies of 
our general secretary, Mr. J. H. Wilson, had brought 
some strange and unbecoming libels (one man 
especially, whom every true Leith Union man 
shunned), and in doing so they thought to crush 
him first, and then would come the fall of the 
Union, but he knew that all the members in Leith 
knew Mr. Wilson, and how he had wrought hard 
and honestly for the Union, and he asked the mem- 
bers if they still had the confidence in their great 
leader. If so would they be good enouga to let 
his enemies know that they were entirely wrong in 
stating that the general secretary had lost the con- 
fidence of the members. The following resolution 
was unanimously passed :—‘‘ Seeing that some of 
Mr. J. H. Wilson’s (general secretary, N. A. S. & F. 
Union) enemies have printed, or caused to be printed, 
a statement to the effect that the members had 
lost confidence in their leader, We, the sailors and 
firemen and members of the Leith Branch of the 
N. A. 8. & F. Union, do entirely deny this, qnd in 
view of confuting the statement, do emphatically 
state that they never did lose their confidence in 
the general secretary, Mr. J. H. Wilson, and further 
resolve to pass a hearty vote of thanks for his past 
labours, and that we also are in sympathy with 
him in this matter, and still declare our continued 
and unabated confidence in him.” (Loud applause 
and cheers for the general secretary). This being 
all the business of the meeting, it broke up in 
perfect harmony, and Mr. Darby left for Glasgow, 
accompanied by Mr. Smith. 


DUNDEE BRANCH. 


At the usaal weekly meeting of this Branch, held 
Jav. 20, Mr. C. Miller in the chair, the minutes of 
the previous meeting having been adopted, corres- 
pondence was read. The first part of the business 
brought up at the meeting was with regard toa 
member of the Tower Hill Branch, who was ship- 
wrecked in the Arbrutus. Mr. McDonald proposed 
that he be paid the sum of 30s., which sum is 
allowed by the Union for a shipwrecked member, 
he being fully paid up. This was seconded by J. 
Davidson. Tue fol owing resolution was unani- 
mously carried :—‘* We, the members uf the Dundee 
Branch, emphatically declare that we have entire 
confidence in Mr, Cowie, Editor of SEAFARING, 
and he has our warmest. sympathy at this 
time when he has been so maliciously assailed 
by a former official.” The proposer was Mr. 
McGavin, and Mr. A. Y. McDonald was the 
seconder. With regard to the decision of 
Mr. J. Leng, "M.P. for this city, it was pro- 
posed by Mr. D. Deuchars, that Mr. Blake and 
Mr. McKendrick go to him and thank him for his 
humanity in promising to support a Bill for a com- 
pulsory Load Line. This was seconded by Mr. 
Smith, and carried. Regarding advance notes 
which the secretary had cashed (before the resolu- 
tion was passed prohibiting the cashing of them) 
and which he still holds, but are of no use, as the 
men n glected to go in the ships, and the money 
was lost, Mr, Blake proposed that the Branch 
p+y for the disnonoured notes. This was seconded 
by Mr. McGavin, and carried. {In case of Mr. 
M:Kendrick being called away from home, Mr. 
J. Davidson proposed that Mr. J. Smith act for him 
during the time he isaway. This was seconded by 
Mc. McIntosh ; carried. 





ABERDEEN BRANCH. 


At the usual weekly meeting in the Hall, Scott’s- 
court, Jan. 13th, Mr. John Farquharson in the 
chair, there was a large attendance. The formal 
business being disposed of, the correspondence 
from the central office with relation to nominating 
two of the members for the Local Marine Board 
was next considered, but ultimately deferred till 
Friday, Jan. 17th, when a special meeting for that 
purpose would be held. At this stage of the pro- 
ceedings a deputation from the Aberdeen Shore 
Labourers’ Union. consisting of Wm. Greig, presi- 
dent, and Alex. Gordon, treasurer, were admitted. 
Mr. Greig said they had come at the request of 
their members, as they had learned that Mr. 
Thompson had been permanently employed by 
the Sailors and Firemen, and had thereby to devote 
his time to their interests. Mr. Thompson had 
now been three years secretary of the Aberdeen 
Shore Labourers’ Union. They still wished, with the 
good pleasure of the Sailors’and Firemen’s Union, 
to retain his services, and if granted they would 
strive to occupy his time but as little as possible. 
The president of the Branch then made a few 
remarks in sympathy with the claim, followed by 
Mr. A. Gordon, shore labourer, who in substance 


' stated that he thought the day was not far distant 
| when the two Unions would be more closely allied 


together and federated for a common purpose, and 
he believed for the good of both. The request was 
agreed to with acclamation. Before withdrawing, 
Mr. Greig returned thanks on behalf of the Shore 
Labourers’ Union. ‘On Jan. 17, a special meeting was 
held, there being a good attendance of members, 
the business being the nominating of two members 
for the local Marine Board. The two nominated 
were, Alex. Brown, fireman, John Farquharson, sea- 
man, whose names were duly sent forward to the 
president of the Board of Trade, and the Branch 
hopes for good results, The raising of the Branch 
entrance fee was next considered. After a discussion, 


| the following motion and amendment was put to the 


meeting—(motion) “That on and after Feb. 28, 
the entrance fee be 7s. 6d.” Amendment, “ That the 
fee be 10s.” On these being put by the chair, the 
motion was carried by a large majority. On Mon- 
day, Jan. 20, the members met for the first time at 
49, Marischal-street. The meeting was large and 
enthusiastic. Mr. John Farquharson occupied the 
chair; supporting him were Messrs. Livingstone 
Nicol, president Aberdeen Trades Council, Bisset, 
Wm. Pirrie, treasurer, A. Walker, vice-president. 
The chairman, in opening the proceedings, said it 
was with feelings of pleasure he took the chair at 
the first meeting in the new offices. They had 
been able as a Branch to perform a good deal of 
useful work, and now that they had procured these 
offices there could be no doubt but that the Branch 
would make greater headway. It was for every 
member to work hard, Aberdeen stood in a 
peculiar position, as the whole of the north ports 
poured their surplus labour into it, both seamen and 
others. Many were brought to attend drill, and few 
of these were acquainted with Trades Unionism. 
The members therefore required to be more diligent 
in getting hold of these, and to bring them into 
working sympathy with the aimsand objects of the 
Union. They must remember cur motto, “ Pull 
Together.” The secretary, Mr. Thompson, next 
addressed the meeting, and in alluding to the work 
done by the Branch in this district, stated that the 
Aberdeen Branch had now a total membership of 
649; with the exception of 88 these were all financial 
members. During the ten months’ existence of the 
Branch they had contributed £315 18s. 7d. In 
virtue of this the Branch was quite justified in 
raising the entrance fee from 5s. to 7s. 6d. The 
Branch was a force with which the shipowners had 
to reckon, and he trustei that in the future the 
Union would be recognised and respected, for only 
in that way would the interests of both employers 
and employed be served. The shipowners here— 
and sorry he was to record it—had attempted to 
crush the aspirations of the men, but the attempt 
had miserably failed, and the best possible evidence 
ofthat was foundin the fact that the Branch required 
more spacious accommodation afforded by the place 
in which they were now met. The progress of the 
Aberdeen Branch, and of the great organisation of 
which it was a part, should fill every heart with hope. 
Mr. Bisset then made a few remarks, in which he 
complimented the members on their success, and 
the comp'eteness of their organisation, To 
maintain that position, they must not be slack 
with their contributions. They should ratber add 
to than diminish these, for members of other 
Unions who gave liberally had always a liberal 
return. Mr. Nicol then made a short speech of 
a complimentary nature, after which the president 
presented Messrs, W. Livingston and W. Johnston 
with Gold Union Stars, bearing the motto of the

PENARTH AND BARRY DOCK 
BRANCH, 


Although comparatively speaking the youngest 
Branch of the National Union, the above Branch 
has made considerable progress since its establish. 
ment in November last, it having no less than 93 
financial members on its books. Arrangements are 
also being made with a view to holding the 
meetings at the Station Hotel, Cogan, near the 
Penarth Dock and Cogan Railway Stations, this 
being a central position. This, together with the 
establishment of an office at Barry Dock, near the 
Shipping Office, will no doubt tend to materially 
strengthen the position of the Branch, both finan. 
cially and numerically, and be of considerable 
service to the secretary, Severally victories haye 
been scored by the Union during the past week 
against the officious conduct of the shipping-master 
at Barry Dock on behalf of the interests of the 
shipowner, persuading masters that wages of the 
port were below the Union rate. The 8.8. Oronsay 
shipped a crew at Barry D8ck on the 15th inst, to 
proceed on a voyage to Oolombo. Although bills 
were distributea announcing the rate of wage as 
sanctioned by the Union, the carpenter signed 25s, 
per month under money, the cook, boatswain and 
steward (the latter came from Glasgow to join her) 
5s. per month under the Union rate. Mr. Harrison, 
the secretary, remonstrated with them but it was 
in vain. He, therefore, ecided that the ship 
should not proceed to sea unless every man on 
board of her had the Union rate of wages inserted 
on the articles, and further, if men were available, 
the underpaid men should be replaced by thorough 
Unionists. The latter part of his resolution was 
not practicable owing to the scarity of men in the 
district. The vessel was kept in the centre of the 
basin (on the 16th), but eventually came alongside, 
when the crew came out of her. The se 
interviewed the captain, who, after a considerable 
amount of discussion, and after appealing to the 
Board of Trade official for advice, finally con- 
sented to alter the rates on the articles rather 
than the vessel should be detained. The secretary 
thereupon advised the men to resume work, which 
they accordingly did with one exception, This man, 
after inspecting the only bunk remaining, found he 
could not get into it owing to stanchions, etc., and 
he declined to proceed in the ship unless provided 
with reasonable accommodation. He immediately 
reported the case to the Board of Trade official, 
who insp¢cted the bunk in question, but remained 
silent. This is a matter for further investigation. 
The names of the men who signed articles in the 
s.s. Oronsay in utter disregard of the Union rates,

The crew of the s.s. Gratitude were called out on 
account of the cook and steward being not- 
Unionists. They were subsequently compelled to 
join, after being reinforced by the authority of the 
captain, who required an explanation, which was 
given by the secretary. On the 17th inst., thess. 
Gwendoline, owned by Messrs. Turnbull & 00, 
was posted to sign. Owing to- the influence of 
the shipping master, the captain refused to give 
the westward rates, viz., £5 per month for sailors 
and firemen. The crew thereupon marched out of 
the shipping office, firmly determined not to siga 
until their demands for the Union rates were 00l- 
ceded, The secretary kept the men out till the 
arrival of the superintendent, when matters were 
amicably settled, the wages being given, thereby 
scoring a:other victory for the Union. The rigger 
boatmen, and hobblers at Barry Dock, held & 
public meeting on the 17th inst., at the Picnic Hall, 
Cadoxton, for the purpose of taking into consi 
tion the advisability of forming a Branch of the 
Riggers’ Union, to protect their interests on 
said dock. The chair was taken by Mr. J. Gardneh 
district secretary Sailors’ and Firemen’s Union 
There was a good attendance. A deputation of 
riggers from Cardiff, Mr. Harrison, local secretaty 
Sailors’ and Firemen’s Union, and others ada 

the meeting, after which it was unanimously 
resolved to establish a Branch at Barry Dock 
Upwards of 40 members having been enrolled, the
